‘Washington, D. C., March 31.—[Special.]J— 
Both Houses of Congress were doing real 
3 pusiness today. The tariff bill went salling 
* h the House with flying colors, while 
at the Senate side of the Capitol at the 
time a series of artistic patches were 
on the arbitration treaty, and action 
taken which in all probability will either 
-“gefeat the treaty entirely or render it of 
little value for good or evil. 

There was the usual large gathering in the 
galleries, of the House and almost every 
teah was filled on the floor, for in spite ot the 
fact that the passage of the tariff bill was 
a foregone conclusion, there was still the 
possibility that some of the Republicans at 
the last moment would k‘ck over the traces. 
Nothing of the kind happened and the Ding- 
ley tariff passed the House by the tre- 
mendous vote ot 205 to 122. Five Democrats 
and a Populist lined up with the Republicans 
ind twenty-one of the independents, in- 
cluding about all the silver Republicans, 
and other nondescripts acquired a negative 
sort of notoriety for themselves by declin- 
ing to vote. 

The tariff bill passes the House and goes. 
to the Senate almost word for word, the 
creation of the Ways and Means committee. 
Since it was first introduced various amend- 
ments have been offered and adopted, but 
they all came from the committee. The 
party program in the House was carried out 
. without a single hitch from the introduction 
of the bill to its final passage this afrer- 
noon. The measure now goes to the Senate, 

where it has already begun to receive con- 
sideration at the hands of the Republican 
members of the Finance committee. .

On March 17: Chief Badenoch received a 
communication from City Collector: Maas 
stating that Corporation Counsel Beale 
wished to make a test case of the ordinance. 
Until the decision should be received the 
Chief was instructed to make no arrests of 
persons selling cigarets without a license. 
The agents of the cigaret trust were aware 
of the new order almost as. soon as the In- 
spectors of the different divisions, and their 
salesmen were sent throughout the city 
bearing the news to dealers that they need 
not fear arrest if they violated the law 
against the sale of the paper tubes. 

Dealers,.as a rule, were slow in accepting 
the word ot the trust emissaries and few 
were. willing at first to take the chance of 
running counter to the law, although in 
some instances the salesmen went so far as 
to state they would stand for any penalty 
that might be inflicted.

Canea, Crete, March 31.—{[Copyright, 1807.} 
—Cretans were under an almost incessant 
bombardment, this morning at Izeddin by 
the foreign warships. 

In spite of a rain of shells the brave in- 
surgents drove back a Turkish force of | 
regular troops. 

The Cretans at 8 o'clock this morning ate 
tacked the Turkish outposts near Izeddin, 
the insurgents occupying a strong position 
in broken rocks and the ruins of a mon- 
astery. An hour after the Cretans attacked 
the Turks a Russian wafship opened fire 
on the insurgents. The British and Austrian 
ships also took part in the bombardmenij 
each taking turns, and occasionally all Bre 
together. 

The Russian fire was especially Nn 
knocking down a whole length of wall and 
planting shell after shell near the insurgents, 
who, nevertheless, never slackened their fire, 
but most pluckily continued to advance, 
ever.tually driving in the advanced Turkish 
outposts.

WOODYARD GIRL. 
Came Almost Without Warning. 


Tne storm came up from the southwest 
almost without a moment’s warning, and, 
sweeping across the town, first demolished 
the business. district, then laid low the resi- 
dence portion, and passing on, spent itself in 
the open prairie. The:wrecks of many of 
the store buildings took fire and in a short 
time an awful conflagration was in progress. 
Many of those injured and buried in the 
ruins were burned to death before help could 
arrive. Fire broke out first in the ruins of 
the New York store and the Lincoln Bank 
and spread to the adjoining buildings, mak- 
ing it necessary to fight the flames as well 
as rescue the injured. 

The people were slow to recover from the 
shock of the calamity, and not until noon 
today did anything like system prevail in 
the work of relief. Particulars are Still 
meager. 

Save one slow working telephone wire 
out of Chandler, and but one telegraph wire 
from Guthrie, the town is practically cut 
off from the outside world. 

Shortly before 6 o’clock a mass of dark 
clouds gathered in the southwest and then 
whirled north. They soon developed into a 
funnel-shaped monster and bore down upon 
the outskirts of the town. As the mass 
touched the ground the roar was deafening. 
The funnel split as it struck the southwest 
border of Chandler, which is situated on 
rill overlooking the Cow Creek Valley, an 
one-half went through the town and the 
other turned north. Tearing through the 
business district, stores were hurled right 
and left, or lifted high into the air and tossed 
in every direction. 

Narrow Escape of Judge Dale. 
Chief Justice Dale of the Oklahoma Su-

A mass of injured peo- 
ple, dead and injured horses, wagons, bug- 
ies of allikinds from the buildings trans- 
ormed Main street into a funeral pyre 
Passing on into the residence district the 
cyclone toppled over dwelling after dwell- 
ing, turned houses on their tops, and made 
the street unrecognizable, piling them high 
with débrits. 


Cried for Aid Unavatlingly. 


The injured in many cases unavallingly 
cried for help and lay in the wrecks of their 
homes until daylight made it possible for 
them to help themselves, or when aid from 
surrounding towns arrived. By midnight 
some show of systematic rescue had been 
perfected and the dead and dying were being 
released from the ruins. Improvised hos- 
pitals were erected and the unfortu- 
nates cared for as fast as possible. At 1 
o'clock twenty dead bodies had been taken 
from the ruins, while dozens more or less 
badly injured had been removed to places of

Kansas City, Mo., March 31.—A heavy and 
destructive wind-storm, what in some places 
seemed to have been cyclonic in nature, 
passed over Central and Southern Kansas 
last night. It was doubtless the tail end of 
the twister which destroyed Chandler, and 
from reports that have already been received 
here there is reason to believe that the loss 
to property is heavy. As far as known no 
fatalities occurred.

While this assurance 
was given, it is claimed, by agents, the trust 
in its ctroular to the trade disavows any 
future agreements made by agents.

POSTOFFICE CLERKS’ IDEA OF HESING 


Give Him No Exalted Reputation as a 
Business-Man and Cite Their 
Grievances. 


As a business-man Washington Hesing 
has not an exalted reputation among the 
Postoffice employés, where he posed as hav- 
ing been a record-breaker. The letter-car- 
riers do not think much of the ex-Postmas- 
ter’s ability in a busimess way, and one of 
them said yesterday that not to exceed 5 
per cent of the employés in the postal service 
will give him their votes. 

They say his management of the affairs 
of the Postoffice was full of flaws. Not the 
least among. these they assert are numerous 
petty exactions. not only annoying but ex- 
pensive to the men. These were mostly his 
notions regarding uniforms and bicycles. 

They say he persistently ignored the 
amended postal laws by compelling the car- 
riers to procure two new uniforms each 
year. Furthermore, the carriers declare the 
department has ruled they can procure their 
uniforms wherever they please so long as 
the suits conform to the specifications laid 
down in the regulations. But Mr. Hesing, 
they say, ruled that a uniform not made by 
the Cincinnati firm which happens to have 
a government contract did not conform to 
the specifications. 

What they condemn most of in Mr. Hesing. 
however, is the credit he takes to himself 
for improvements in the service during his 
term. They contend that all these improve- 
ments had been presented to the depart- 
ment in Washington before he became Post- 
master, and that Frank Jones as First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General put them 
through. 


POLICE ARRANGEMENTS FOR ELECTION 


Chief Badenoch Will Make a Requisi- 
tion for 600 Civil Service Men 
for the Day.

Delegation from Nineteenth Ward, 
Representing Every Foreign Nation, 
. Given Impromptu Entertainment. 


The queerest gathéring C. H. Harrison has 
addressed since he was nominated for Mayor 
sat before him yesterday in the Tremont 
House. It came from the Nineteenth Ward. 


It stamped through the hotel under the 


command of Ald. Thomas Gallagher with 
the noise and assurance of an advancing 
triumphant army. 

It—but here’s.the secret—it contained a 
delegation from à club of every nationality 
but American. Why the Americans were 
left out has not been explained. Ald. Gal- 
lagher sent post haste for Mr. Harrison. 
Some ‘one else sent over in a hurry “or 
Bob“ Burke. The two worthies made 
their appearance at the moment. 

Then the Alderman ope the meeting. He 
indulged in felicitations, in smooth phrases, 
for the entertainment of his fellow ward 
members. Then he got down to the purpose 


of the meeting. He said that it was held 


with the object of permitting the late 
foreigners to become acquainted with Mr. 
Harrison and some of his chief lieutenants. 

Then Bob” Burke was introduced. Mr. 
Burke is more of a quiet worker than a 
talker, büt he stepped to the front of the 
platform and sang the. praises of the Nine- 
teenth Ward. He told the auditors just 
to what large extent the Democrats counted 
on their aid to win in the coming election, 
His speech was short but to the point, anti 
at its conclusion Mr. Harrison was ushered 
forward. 

The candidate talked somewhat as he does 
at some of his nationality meetings, as they 
ure called, of the peculiar virtues of the 
particular nationality to which his hearers 
belonged. But this time it was rather per- 
plexing. He had to include them all géner- 


ally or mention them each individually. He 


chose the latter method. 
Each Nationality in Turn. 


He began, in deference to those seated on 
the platform with him, with the _ Irish. 
Quickly he switched about to the Germans, 
and after a few laudatory remarks and a 
compliment to Ernst Hummel, the candi- 
date for City Treasurer, he turned to the 
Italians. In the audience were several prom- 
inent Italians, who managed a meeting of 
their. people the night previous, and Mr. Har- 
rison made some pleasing comments on the 
Democratic strength displayed there. 

From the Italians it was but a step to the 
Greeks. Mr. Harrison had lots of nice things 
to say of the Greeks. He talked in such a 
complimentary manner as made their ears 
tingle with delight. Mr. Harrison rolled his 
tongue around to try its limberness two or 
three times and then started for the French. 
He made use of a few common French 
phrases to rouse the interest of those people 
in the audience, won their applause, and then 
tried a new tack. He turned square about 
He told 
them-of his feeling when he talked toa num- 
ber of their people the night before, and how 
glad he was to have an opportunity to meet 
some of them face to face. 

Away back in the hall were still a handful 
of men who had not been spoken to. Mr. 
Harrisen devoted the next sentences to these. 
They were Bohemians and dyed-in-the-woo! 
Democrats, they declared. Americans, not 
being present, were left out. :

Falls Back on Coughdrops. 


Mr. Harrison’s voice is beginning to annoy 
him again, arid last night he was forced to 
make apologies for its weakness to several 
of his audiences. He is a great ‘believer, 
however, in the recuperating power of coug’A 


drops, and, as he ate them steadily all the 


evening, he was able to complete the round 
of meetings the committee had laid out for 
him. 

Hie started at Fortschritt Turner Hall, 
No. 1825 Milwaukee avenue, where he gave 
President Cole of the Municipal Voters’ 
League a rap. He said: 

„% Twink of it! Mr. Cole and his aggrega- 
tion of cranks told the people they could vote 
for Carter Harrison if he would only come 
around to them and say he believed as they 
believe about civil service. If I go into the 
City Hall I want to go in untrammeled by 
any pledges to the Civic Federation or the 
Municipal Voters’ League. Now, I want to 
tell you that I have not made a single pledge 
of office to any man, nor laid down to any 
man a line of policy at his dictation.” 

Mr. Harrison — hurriedty_to Social 
Turner Hall, Belmont avenue and Paulina 
street. Here he caught the temper of the 
crowd by making this promise: Till put 
a police officer at the head of the Police De- 
partment, and not a hay and feed man—one 
who is obliged to call on Sleepy Burke to

Mentions the Morrison Bill. 


He touched on the Morrison. bill, saying 
it was inspired by the Republicans, who 
saw the handwriting on the wall. They 
want the Republicans held in office, who 
were put there for no other reason than 
that Rey were of service to the machine. 
But I'll tell you that the Democratic Mayor 
is going to take the head off of every in- 
efficient Republican, no matter“ what his 
position is.”’

HESING’S MILL GRINDS WITHOUT AIM. 


‘Subordinates Wax Aggressive at the 


Noonday Meeting While the Candi- 
date Transfers the Postottice. 


The Hesing headquarters yesterday were 
totally deprived of the presence of their 


chief, who was busy turning over the Post- 


office to his successor. But the wheels did 
mot for that reason cease to go round. On 
the contrary no rolling mill nor nail factory 
ever made a greater clatter. 

The managers always have some letter or 
other matter to show in proof that Hesing 
is ahead, and yesterday exhibited a note 
from A. G. Asdikian, an Armenian, who con- 
veyed the information that the Armenians 
and Greeks of the city, to the number of 
1,000, were for Hesing. 

At the noonday meeting at No. 70 Adams 
street yesterday the speakers had a con- 
sultation, and agreed that they had fallen 
into the habit, unawares, of answering ob- 
jections, and putting themselves on the de- 
fensive generally, ‘and that they would at 
once assume the aggressive. 

The result was that Walpole Wood, the 
first speaker, devoted himself to an attack 


.on the other candidates and their backers. 


He was particularly uncomplimentary to C. 
H. Harrison, who, he said, was utterly un- 
fit for the position of Mayer of a great city. 

Mr. Harrison’s first effort as a business- 
man, he said, was asa lawyer, and was an 
utter failure. His father then bought him 
a newspaper, and young Harrison tried his 
hand as a journalist, and the result was that 
in a few months he ran a great newspaper 
into the ground, and had to sellit. Then he 
tried real estate, but even here he was found 
lacking. In short, he had been trading on 
his father’s name, and but for his fnheritance 
would probably be unable to make a living. 

Mr. Wood wanted to know if three marked 
failures in business were to be considered 
as a qualification for the Mayoralty. 

The other speakers at the meeting were 
John T. Dickinson and C. F. Gunther, 

The activity for the man who invites atten- 
tion to his business qualifications was not 
suspended as the shades of night began to 
fall. The candidate could not be at hand to 
direct his fight in person, but still his faith- 
ful henchmen wrought. They maintained 
their bold front of the day’s earlier hours 
and continued the policy of attacking the op- 
position candidates. ä 


Two Large German Meetings. 


Almost every ward sounded its repetition 
of praise for “ Business Administration of 
Municipal Affairs.“ Among the demonstra- 
tions were two large German meetings, one 
in the Aurora Turner Hall, Milwaukee ave- 
nue and Huron street, and the other in the 
Vorwaerts’ Turner Hall, Western avenue 
and West Twelfth street, both of which were 
addressed by some of the leading German 
speakers of the city. 

The only meeting attended last night by 
the candidates on the Hesing ticket was held 
at Lakewood Hall, West Lake and Wood 
streets. Here 500 people assembled and were 
addressed by L. M. Head, C. F. Gunther, 
Walpole Wood, and John T. Dickinson, and 
evinced in every way their unanimous devo- 
tion to Washington Hesing as their candi- 
date for Mayor. There was not a single 
mention of Mr. Hesing's name, nor a singie 
reference to his record as a Postmaster that 
this audience did not respond to with en- 
thusiasm, and the usual shout of a straggler 
for Harrison was wholly wanting. The au- 
dience seemed greatly disappointed that Mr 
Hesing himself was not present. . 


Likens Him to Washington. 


Mr. Gunther, who is expecting to be elected 
whether the rest of his ticket is elected or 
not, drew a parallel between Washington 
Hesing and George Washington at Valley 
Forge. The immortal Washington was the 
great comforter of the desponding patriots 
at Valley Forge, and his modern namesake 
was the only hope of Chicago in its present 
crisis. He also referred to the immense sav- 
ing of money there was in the application of 


business methods and civil service rules to” 


municipal affairs, and said that since the 
introduction of the merit system in the City 
Hall the work that was done by 2,400 men 
formerly in the Pipe Department was now 
done by 400. 

Mr. Wood repeated his remarks made at 


the noonday meeting concerning the alleged 


business failures of Carter H. Harrison and 
his unfitness for such a position as Mayor of 
a great city. He said he had got through 
apologizing for Mr. Hesing and meant to 
abandon the defensive and give the candi- 
dates on the other tickets something to 
answer. 

He then denounced the “ machine men on 
both -tickets,” saying of each of his targets 
ot attack that he had never earned an honest 
dollar in his life, and characterizing Con- 
gressman Lorimer in rticular as an in- 
famous scoundrel.“ r. Martin he pro- 
nounced a skin gambler and blackleg.” 

Candidate Collier Breaks In. 

While Mr. Dickinson was speaking the 
meeting was for a few moments thrown into 
an uproar by the appearance of Candidate 
Frank Collier, who took a seat in the center 
of the house amid great cheering. 

Mr. Dickinson displayed great tact under 
the Gtreumstances. He said he was always 
glad to see distinguished men at his ineet- 
ings, and had a profound respeet for Mr. 
Collier.” 

He then referted to Mr. Collier’s chival- 
rous=politeness to htm at the People’s In- 
stitute, and what threatened to turn the 
meeting into confusion passed off in the 
pleasantest manner possible. 

Blow from Judge Carter. 

The Hesing forces met with a disappoint- 
ment yesterday in the County Court. Judge 
Carter decided against the validity of the 
petition filed by Henry Schwartz, Hesing 
candidate for Alderman from the Twenty- 
seventh Ward. The decision was rendered 


in chambers during the morning, and was a 


shock to the subcommittee of the Hesing 
Executive committee of the Town of Jef- 
ferson, consisting of Mathew Conway, H. L. 
Southworth,. Charles Loucks, Frank Cof- 
finberry, C. Burkhartsmeier, and Henry 
Schroeder. 

The ground on which the ‘petition’ was 
challenged was that the signatures were 
written on a separate piece of paper and 
pasted to the petition afterward. The Elec- 
tion Commissioners referred the matter to 
Judge Garter, who took it under considera- 
tion until yesterday morning, and then de- 
cided that the petitiqn was not valid. The 
committee immediately appliéd to Attorney 
Geodrich for legal advice, and he comforted 
them by assüring them that the supporters 
of Mr. Schwartz had a perfect right to vote 
for him whether his name was on the bal- 
lot or not. It would answer every purpose, 
he said, to have a paster made and affix it 
to the ballot. This, the committee said, 
would be done. 

Attorney Goodrich’s advice was founded, 
it is stated, on a case decided in the Supreme 
Court, in which a voter had written the 
name of a candidate between two others 
printed on the ballot. The court held that 
the voter had a right to do this, because the 
Constitution gave him the right to vote as 
he pleased, and no election law could de- 
prive him oftheright. Itis stated by others 
that if the ballot as given to the voters is 
tampered with in any way it will be alto- 
gether void, 3 

The Hesing people also put a town, ticket 
in the field at the same time they nominated 
Mr. Schwartz for Alderman. It has gone on

HARLAN IN A “TOUCH-DOWN” SPEECH 


Independent Candidate Meets an Au- 
dience at Central Musie Hall and 
Suggests His Football Prowess.

Harlan made one of his most character- 
istic speches. He swelled out his chest and 
swung his arms and lifted his voice to its 
fuil power. His followers called it one’of his 
“touchdown “ speeches, . ; 

“Give me the momentum of the flying 
wedge!”’ he cried, as he swung on one foot 
and lowered his shoulder and looked for all 
the world as though he was going through 
his audience for a ten-yard gain; let me 
haye the people behind me and I will pledge 
you that I will clear the Hertz-Lorimer- 
Pease crowd, the Burke-Martin-Gahan 
crowd off the political field of Chicago.” 

The audience cheered and some of them 
in their excitement climbed up on the seats. 

“I’m a fighter!” roared the candidate. 

That's right!“ answered his hearers. 
Hit 'em again!“ 

And John Maynard-did “ hit em again,“ 
and every time he landed the crowd roared.

Semator Hoar’s Amendment Adopted 
by an Overwhelming Majority and 
the Chilton Amendment Is Defeated 
on the Ground That It Is Included 
im the Former—Senator Foraker 
Also Offers a Series of Amendments, 
Which Are Adopted.

Washington, D. C., Maren 31.—The Senate 
today began voting upon the miscellaneous 
amendments to the Anglo-American arbi- 
tration treaty. 

The first roll-call was upon Senator Hoar’s 
amendment. It wag adopted by an over- 
whelming majority. The final announce- 
ment was 64 to 13, but there had been four 


changes in favor of the amendment before . 


this result was reached, making 17 votes 
originally cast in opposition. The text of 
this amendment is substantially as follows: 

“Any difference which, in the judgement 
of either power, materially affects its honor 
or its domestic or foreign policy shall not be 
referred to arbitration under this treaty ex- 
cept by special agreement; nor shall any 
question as to the continuance in force of 
any treaty which has previously been made. 
It is further explicitly specified and agreed 
that all agreements entered into by the con- 
tracting parties under this treaty shall be 
signed by the President of the United States 
and receive the approval of the Senate by a 
two-thirds vote before it becomes binding 
upon either Great Britain or the United 
States.“ 

The provision in regard to the continuance 
of existing treaties was inserted for the 
protection of the United States in connec-" 
tion with the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 

The only other affirmative action was the 
adoption by a vote of 47 to 23 of the series 
of amendments offered by Senator Foraker. 
These amendments are to each article, pro- 
viding for a tribunal of arbitration, and de- 
clares that each case submitted to arbitra- 
tion must be tried by a separate tribunal. 
The arbitrators appointed on the part of the 
United States are to be nominated by the 
President and confirmed by the Senate. 

The Chilton amendment providing for the 
zubmission of all agreements to the Senate 
was laid on the table a yea and nay vote 
because, as was urged, the provision was 
practically included in the Hoar amend- 
ment. 

Senator Hansbrough gave notice of a sub- 
stitute for the entire treaty, which he said 
he would offer tomorrow in the shape of a 
resolution setting forth that while the 
United Btates accepts the doctrine of arbi- 
tration as wise and humane the present 
treaty is not demanded by the exigencies of 
the times. Senator Hoar stated his pu 
to make a point of order against substi- 
tute when offered, and there is no doubt it 
will be sustained. ; 
One of the questions which it is consid- 
ered is still left in doubt by the treaty is that 
as to what disposition is made of territorial 
claims, and it is possible that an amendment 
may be introduced tomorrow covering this 
point. The disposition to refer to arbitra- 
tion all claims for territory which belongs 
unquestionably to the United States or Great 
Britain, but to reserve those claims in 
to territory belonging to a foreign power 
which either country may feel disposed to 
intervene.

DINGLEY BILL IS PASSED. 


REPUBLICANS PRESENT AN UNBRO- 
KEN FRONT ON ROLL-CALL. 


— — — 


Five Democrats, One More than Ex- 
pected, and One Populist Vote for 
the Measure, the Other Independ- 
ents Refusing to Take Sides—Retro- 
active Amendment of the Ways and 
Means Committee Is Adopted by . 
Party Vote. 


Washington, D. C., March $1.—With to- 
morrow morning the duties imposed by the 
Dingley tariff bill will be in force and the 
present law will be a thing of the past, if 


fore its passage in the House today, fixing 
tomorrow as the day on which its provisions 
shall go into effect, should be in the bill when 
it is finally enacted and should be held to be 
legal by the courts. 

The Republican victory today was com- 
plete. They presented an unbroken front 
to the opposition. All the rumors that dis- 
satisfaction with particular schedules of tha 
bill might lead some of them to break over 
the party traces proved absolutely un- 
founded. On the other hand five Democrats, 
one more than was anticipated; braved ths 
party whip and gave the bill the approval of 
their votes. These five Democrats are in- 
terested particularly in the sugar schedule. 
Three came from Louisiana and two from 
Texas. One Populist, Mr. Howard of Ala- 
bama, voted for the bill. Twenty-one other 
members of what is denominated “ the op- 
position,” consisting of Populists, fusionists, 
and silverites, declined to record themselves 
either for or against the measure. 

The vote on the final passage of the bill 
stood: Yeas, 205; hays, 122; present and not 
voting, 21, a majority of 88. Speaker Reed 
added to the dramatic nature of the climax 
of this ten days’ struggle in the House by 
directing the clerk to call hig name at tho 
end of the roll call, recording his vote for 
the bill. 


Replete with Excitement. 

The events of the last few hours leading 
up to the final vote were replete with ex- 
citement and incident and not devoid of 
humor, The galleries were crowded to suffo- 
cation. Even the Executive and diplomatic 
galleries, which are usually empty even on 
big days, were well filled. Many prominent 
personages were present. On the floor every 
seat was taken. 

After the amendment fixing tomorrow as 
the date on which the bill should go into 
effect had been adopted against the protests 
of the Democrats, who contended that it was 
retroactive, and therefore unconstitutional, 
the last three hours were taken up with short 
speeches, most of which were made for the 
benefit of the galleries and the constituents 
of the speakers. The Democrats had yielded 
the question of a long debate over the Gros- 
venor amendment in the hope that enough 
progress might be made with the bill to 
permit the House to reach the sugar 
schedule, but only two more pages were 
read, leaving 140 unconsidered in commit- 
tee of the whole. The motion to recommit 
with instructions to amend the bill so as to 
suspend the duties on articles controlled by 
trusts, upon which they based their principal 
hope of breaking through the ‘Republican 
ranks, failed of its purpose. Every Repub- 
lican voted against it. : 

Retroactive Amendment. 

Mr. Grosvenor presented the amendment 
fixing April 1 as the date on which the bill 
shall go into effect.

cept also in the hands of persons shown to 
have obtained such articles without notice 
of the provisions of the act: and any person 
not a final consumer or holder without notice 
having obtained an interest in or possession 
of any such article or articles so subject to 
duty except as a common carrier or ware- 
houseman shall be liable for the payment 
of such duties thereon, and the same may be 
recovered with interest but without penalty 
in an action or suit by the United States 
against such person or persons in any District 
or Cireuit Court thereof. 

And all persons liable under this act for 
such duty or any part thereof in respect of 
any shipment, cargo, or lot of any article 
or articles may be joined on the same ac- 
tion for recovery without regard to mutu- 
ality or nature of interest or defenses, and 
such joint or several judgments or decrees 
may be rendered therein, including the en- 
forcement of any such lien as justice and 
equity may require. In every such case the 
process of the court in the district where 
the action or suit is brought, and where one 
defendant resides ‘and is served, shall run 
to and may be served on any defendant in 
any other district. It is hereby made the 
duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
prescribe and enforce suitable regulations 
to carry out the provisions of this section, 
including the retention in the bonded ware- 
houses of the United States or any other 
Place where such goods are deposited, of 
samples of such goods until required for 
évidence on any such trial.“ 


Impromptu Committee Meeting. 


The parliamentary point was immediately 
raised by the opposition that the amendment 
had not yet been ordered reported by the 
full committee. In order to avoid any tech 
nical trouble Mr. Dingley withdrew the 
amendment and called a meeting. of the 
Ways and Means committee, whosé mem- 
bers filed out of the hall. The committec 
was absent but a few moments and upon 
entering the Chamber Mr. Grosvenor again 
offered the amendment. 

Mr. Dockery (Dem., Mo), offered as an 
amendment the proviso to suspend the 
duties on articles controlled by trusts. A 
point of order made against it, after a short 
discussion, was sustained by the Chalr. An 
arrangement was made for fifteen minutes’ 
debate on each side‘on the Grosvenor 
amendment. 


Grosvenor Argues the Case. 


Mr. Grosvenor said that as a question of 
law, of course, everything was not in the 
power of Congress, but his view was that 
those things not forbidden to Congress were 
legal. On this subject he planted himself, 
he said, on the conclusions of Judge Cooley 
in his work oh constitutional-law in the 
chapter entitled Retrospective Law.“ In 
that chapter Judge Cooley, he gaid, contend- 
ed that there was no doubt of the right of 
the Legislature to enact retrospective legis- 
lation if that power was not forbidden. The 
constitutional limitation was that Congress 
should have no right to- a bill of at- 
tainder or an ex post facto law, and provided 
that no State should pass an ex post facto 
law or a law impairing the obligations of 
contracts, It was plain that the Constitu- 
tion intended to deny this right tothe States 
and by implication retain it in Congress. 
He quoted a decision of the Supreme Court 
made in.1806 in rt of his contention 
and a decision of the Supreme Court of lowa 
which had no app gh against an ex post 
facto law to the effect that a retrospective 
law was not necessarily an ex post facto law. 
This law would be retrospective, he said, in 
that it would levy customs duties on mer- 
chandise bought and sh’pped ater tomor- 
row. He declared it was a liberal provision 
in that it did not apply to goods now by soy

Amendment Adopted.

Johnsons Position. 


Mr. Johnson (Rep., Ind.) declared that the 
bill was the child of the Ways and Means 
committee, not the result of the careful, 
painstaking deliberations of the House, be- 
cause there had en no time given to go 
over it by sections and make amendments. 
“If this bill was to become a law in the 

recite terms in which it will pass this 

ouse I would hesitate to give it my sup- 
port,” he said, but because he believed 
the Senate would make it a consistent pro- 
tection measure he proposed to vote for it. 

One of the features of the closing hour 
of the debate was a brief speech by Mr. 
White (Rep., N. C.), the only colored man 
in the House, in commendation of the bill. 
He aroused his cotleagues and the galleries 
to applause by saying the Southern Demo- 
crats had advocated at different times free 
trade, free whisky, free silver, free every- 
thing, except free elections and free nig- 
gers.“ In the name of 9,000,000 of his race, 
90 per cent of whom were laborers, he in- 
dorsed the bill. 

As the hour for voting arrived the excite- 
ment increased. Fifteen minutes before 3 
o’clock Mr. MeMillin of Tennessee was 
recognized for five minutes to close the de- 
bate forghis side. He briefly reviewed the 
extraordinary methods by which the 
bill was being brought to a vote. He 
charged that amendments were cut off be- 
cause the leaders of the majority feared 
that they might be crushed by their own 


cohorts. 
Dingler Closes. 


Mr. Dingley closed the debate in a ten-min- 
ute speech. In calm words he spoke of the 
extraordinary circumstances which pro- 
duced the exigency whicn Congress had been 
called in extra session to meet. The Ways 
and Means committee had labored faithfully 
for months to adjust duties to present con- 
ditions... There might be some little dissat- 
isfaction with rates. He assured his col- 
leagues and the country that he felt con- 
fident the bill would accomplish the pur- 
pose for which it was framed. 

When the hammer fell at exactly 3 o’clock 
the Republicans gave their leader a ringing 
round of applause, which was taken up by 
the galleries, It continued for several min- 
utes. The debate being at an end the com- 
mittee rose and the bill, pending amend- 
ments, was reported to the House by Mr. 
Sherman, the Chairman of the Committee 
of the Whole. 

Mr. Bailey demanded a separate vote on 
the amendment fixing tomorrow as the date 
on which the bill shall go into effect. 

The other amendments were adopted in 
gross with only formal opposition. A roll- 
call was demanded on the excepted amend- 
ment and it was adopted 200 to 140 Tho 
combined opposition of Democrats, Popu- 
lists, and silverites voted agalnst the amend- 
ment except Mr. Newlands [silverite, Nev.], 
who voted for it, and Messrs. Hartman [sil- 
verite, Mont. ], Jones “[fusionist, Wash. J. 
Martin [ Pop., N. C.], Shafroth [silverité. 
Colo. J. Shuford [Pop., N. C. J, and Stroud 
[Pop., N. C. J. who did not vote. 


Motion to Recommit. 


The bill was then ordered to be read a 
third time, after which Mr. Dockery (Dem., 
Mo.) offered the motion ot the minority to 
recommit the bill with instructions. The 
motion was in the form of a resolution, as 
follows: 

Resolved, That the bill H. R. 879 be 
recommitted to the Committee on Ways and 
Means with instructions to report the same 
back to the House with amendments placing 
upon the free list all articles manufactured, 
produced, or controlled by any combinat on 
or organization of persons or corporations 
formed in the United States for the purpose 
of limiting, regulating, or controlling the 
supply or price of any such articles; and 
with the further provision that the rates of 
duty now prescribed by law shall be levied \ 
and collected on any and all of.such articles 
when, in the opinbon of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, such articles shall cease to be 
manufactured, a ype ge or controlled in the 
United States by any such combination or 
organization.” 

Contrary to the general expectation no 
point of order was raised against the motion. 
Mr. Dingley, however, immediately demand- 
ed the previous question on the motion, 
which was ordered, and without debate or 
explanation the vote was taken upon it by 
yeas and nays. The motion torecommit was 
lost--148 to 106. The Republicans voted sol- 
idly against the motion, and the combined 
opposition, with the exception of Mr. New- 
lands, for it. Mr. Jones (Wash,), Mr. Mar- 
tin (N. C.), Mr. Shafroth (Colo.), Mr. Shu- 
ford, Mr. Stroud (N. C.), and Mr. Hartman, 
who did not vote on the preceding votes, were 
recorded in-favor. of the motion. 

Bill Is Passed. 

The roll-call on the passage of the bill 
was then taken, and when the Speaker an- 
nounced the result, “ yeas 205, nays 122. 
present and not voting 21, and so the Dill 
is passed,“ the Republicans arose en masse 
and cheered. The galleries joined in the 
demonstration. Immediately afterward on 
Mr. Dingley’s motion the House adjourned 
until Saturday.

New York, March 31.—[Special.]—The New 
York Custom House had a busy day today 
because a custom house broker at 2 
o'clock excitedly circulated the false report 
that the Senate and House had adopted a 
joint resolution declaring the schedules of 
the Dingley bill to be in effect on and after 
April 1, with a retroactive clause covering 
all goods in bond..

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‘TRIAL OF MAYOR FOSTER. 


HEARING OF A NOTABLE CASE BE- 
GUN AT BLOOMINGTON. 


All the Town Turns Out to Witness the 
Atraigument of the 
Criminal Charge—Jury is Secured 
and the Taking of Testimony Com- 


Will Be Acquitted and Re-elected 
to Office, 


Bloomington, III., March 31.—[Special.J— 
For the first time in its history the man oc- 
cupying the exalted position of Mayor of this 
eity faced a jury on a criminal charge this 
morning. All the town turned out to wit- 
ness the incident, and when Bailiff Courey 
cried, *‘O; yes,” and announced the Circuit 
Court of McLean County in session, the 
court-room was packed with men struggling 
for points of vantage, the corridors were 
thronged with citizens, and the ways leading 
to the public square Were busy with the 
curious, ; 

Mayor Foster. was on hand early, with his 
counsel, A. E. De Mange and Col. Reeves. 
His business partner, Postmaster John Eddy, 
was by his side, and not far away was 
Reddy Ward, formerly a Chicago detect- 
ive, who engaged in occasional conferences 
with the defense. All the other lawyers in 
the county were inside the bar. 

State's-Attorney Fleming in his opening 
told the story as told in Tus TRIBUNE 
yesterday, Then he sprang some new 
chapters which created a decided sensation. 
This was the ringing in of the name of ex- 
Ald. Ed Holland in connection with the em- 
ployment of Jack Barr to defend Ryan 
after he had been captured in Chicago. 

Mr. De Mange, for the defense, scored 
Dunn, declaring that the indictment of 
Foster was inexcusable because it had been 
accomplished on the testimony of two crim- 
mals, Ryan, a. notorious, self-accused 
pickpocket, and Dunn, a self-confessed Har 
and perjurer.” He said the defense would 
show where Dunn was on the night in ques- 
tion, and it would not be at Foster’s house 
either. He admitted that Mayor Foster had 
told Dunn he had better secure a lawyer for 
Ryan, but that was because his client was 
the most simple-minded man in the State, 
and wanted to help Dunn in his trouble. 

Dunn on the Stand. 

After Christian Strubhar of Danvers af- 
firmed that Paddy Ryan picked his kets 
on Oct. 5 last, and J. B. Vance had sworn 
he had seen ft done, ex-Sergt. Dunn was 
called. He told his main story well. On his 
cfoss-examination he admitted time and 
time again that for three months he had 
lied, to friends and while under oath about 
the manner of Ryan’s escape, but main- 
tained he had done so to shield Mayor Fos- 
ter. Dunn's story on direct examination 
was about as follows: 

was on duty when Foster called up by 
telephone. Capt. Maxwell was there, but 
Foster said he did not want to talk to him. 
He said there was a man in jail whose 
friends wanted to-get him out and there did 
not seem to be much against him. He asked 
me to go to his house and I rode up on a 
bicycle. He asked how the man could be 
gotten out and I said by having a bond 
signed before two magistrates. I told him 
I didn’t know whether it was right, but he 
said he was Mayor and for me to obey or- 
ders. He said the man’s friends had béen 
to see him, that he expected them back, and 
if he telephoned O. K: to let the man go. 
The man was Ryan. 

When I got to the station Foster tele- 
phoned, When there's no one around let 
Ryan go.“ Two officers were in the station. 
I sent one to travel post, another to get a 
sandwich, and then let Ryan out. Next day 
Foster was mad, or trying to be, and said: 
Fou boys are getting careless.’ I saw Fos- 
ter in the afternoon and he told me to stand 
pat and it would all blow over.” 


Plot Shifts to Chicago. 


Dunn then told of his suspension and of 
going to Chicago, where, through a lawyer, 
he got an affidavit signed by Ryan, ih which 
the fugitive declared Dunn had not aided in 
his escape. He said he paid the lawyer $6 
for getting the affidavit and that when he 
showed it to Foster the latter gave him 68. 
The affidavit was offered in evidence and 
withdrawn on objectiofs. It was signed be- 
fore John M. Olwin, aoe notary, and 
besides exonerating Da n contained a sug- 
gestion that Bloomington’s city jail ought to 
have new locks. The lawyer mentioned in 
this connection was R. A. Wade of the Unity 
Building. Then Dunn told of the conference, 
at which, he says, it was agreed to engage 
Barr to defend Ryan. 

“After that,“ said Dunn, “we talked 
about how high Ryan’s bonds would be. 
Foster said he wou!d taks Squire Lawrence 
riding and try to thaw him out. He told me 
on the day of the examination that he had 
taken the Squire riding. but that he wouldn't 
thaw worth a cent.“ 

Mr. De Marge went at Dunn hammer and 
tongs on the cross-examination. Mr. De 
Mange recalled many convereations that 
Dunn is said to have had between Oct. 15 and 
Feb. 10. Some of them Dunn admitted, and 
that in them he had always said Foster had 
nothing to do with Ryan’s escape and that 
the whole thing was a mystery to him as 
well. He admitted that he had not told the 
truth in any of these conversations. Hesaid 
he knew that Ryan's affidavit exonerating 
him was false, but practically admitted that 
when he met State’s-Attorney Fleming and 
Foreman Pike of the grand jury ina Chicago 
hotel in February he bad made up his mind 
to substantiate the story later told by Ryan 
that some of the latter’s money and jewels 
had been sent to a third man to be used in 
securing his escape. He denied that he had 
ever seen Ryan in Chicago, but admitted 
having stated to a local newspaper man that 
Ryan offered, for $300, to put the respon- 
sibility for his escape on anybody they wanted 
and that they were fools not to raise the 
money.“ . 

With Two Chicago Detectives, 


Dunn was then asked regarding a visit he 
made to a saloon near the Harrison Street 
Station, Chicago, with Lawyer R. A. Wade 
and Detective Sergeants Welbasky and 
Webber during January. 

Did either of them ask you if you tet 
Ryan out and did you not say no? Didn't 
you tell them there was politics in this 
thing, that it was an A. P. A. fight, that there 
was a lot of money in it, and that you were 
coming back here to get your share of it?“ 

To this question by Mr. de Mange Dunn 
answered in the negative. The object of the 
defense was to show by Dunn himéelf that 
from October until shortly before the time 
when the grand jury met in February he 
had held to his story that he had nothing to 
do with Ryan's escape, and that Foster was 
equally innocent of it. 

The State will have but few more wit- 
nesses. Ryan will probably be heard in the 
morning. Detective Sergeants: Welbasky 
and Webber are here to testify about their 
experience with Dunn in Chicago, and Law- 
yer Wade is expected in the morning. The 
trial of Jay Smith, the sporting man, who is 
indicted as the middleman in the alleged 
deal by which Ryan. went free, is set for 
tomorrow, but will not be reached. Mayor 
Foster and his friends seem confident of ac- 
quittal, and the facility and grace with 
which Dunn admitted that he had been lying 
about the case for three months has in- 
clined nearly everybody in town to look for 
the same result. 

The case will probably end tomorrow, and 
if acquittal comes Mayor Foster will inaug- 
urate his campaign as an independent can- 
didate for Mayor, and it is admitted on all 
sides that he will loom up formidebly in the 
race.

SPINKS DEFEATS SUTTON. 


LARGE CROWD WITNESSES BILLIARD 
GAMES AT GREEN’S. 


Decisive Contest Brings Out an 4 
semblage of Admirers of the Con- 
test—Shortstops Play in.Good Form 
Gallagher and Catton Are Ex- 
pected to Furnish One pt the Most 
Exciting Battles of the Tournament 
in Their Match Tonight. 


William A. Spinks last night beat George 
Sutton in the shortstop tournament at Clar- 
ence Green’s.

Suttom Wins the Bank. 


Sutton won the bank, and, falling short 
on the opening shot, left the balls closely 
together in the middle of the table. Spinks 
missed easily after making one. Sutton, 
playing wide billiards up to 10, gathered 
the spheres in the corner by a magnificent 
long spread, but only got to 23 by nursing, 
and then, after counting on a long side 
draw, stopped by a miserably poor bank in 
the corner at 25. 

In his second inning Spinks scored his 
second shot by effecting a wwo-cushion kiss- 
back, for which he was cheered, and sat 
down through failure on an easy long one 
cushion. 

Poor play by both followed, Sutton get- 
ting the better of the breaks and at the end 
of the fifth inning standing 39 to4. He now 
got in on a splendid spread, but, not seeming 
to be able to nurse, threw away a chance 
for the line at 15, and at 18 quit, because of 
failure to reach second ball, which was only 
six inches away. Spinks, finding the balls

Here he made a beautiful dead-ball draw, 
followed by a massé, and had anchor on 
side rail a moment later, only to lose posi- 
tion at 33.

TO LEGALIZE RAILROAD POOLS. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of the Trans-Missouri Freight Asso- 
ciation has not been followed by a rate war. 
There will be none. But it has-been fol- 
lowed by the introduction in the United 
States Senate of a bill to legalize pools and 
rob the public. 3 

The bill was presented by Senator Fora- 
ker of Ohio. Why he should have intro- 
duced a measure which will be so injurious 
to the people of his State if it become a law 
is not known. It is possible he does not 
know what the consequences of legalizing 
pools will be, The probabilities are that he 
does know and that he is on the side of the 
railroads and against the public. So was 
Senator Brice, who was his predecessor. 

The Foraker bill is in most respects a copy 
of the one which was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Patterson of Tennessee, and 


| which came near’ passing a little over two 


years ago. It is provided that railroad asso- 
ciations may enter into pools, fix rates, di- 
vide business, etc. But no such agreement 
can become effective if the Inter-State Com- 


mission disapproves of it. There is, how- 


ever, an appeal from its decision to the 
It is provided also that the commiesion 
must watch the working of agreements 
which it does allow to go into effect, and if 
it finds that— 

Any such rates, facilities, or practices are ex- 
cessive or unreasonable or result in any unjust 
discrimination as between individuals, localities, 
or articles of traffic or are otherwise in contra- 
vention of any of the provisions of this act, the 
commission shall issue an order requiring such 
rate, charges, etc., maintained by or under such 
contract to be changed, modified, or corrected, 


From any such order there is an appeal 
to the Circuit Court, and the case may be 
carried up to the Supreme Court. 

Of course, if this bill were to pass the 
railroad companies would proceed promptly 
to form pools and advance rates. They 
would not do that because the present rates 
are unreasonably low, but because higher 
rates would enable the roads to pay divi- 
dends on millions of watered stock, and 
would give the Wall street men who con- 
trol the securities of these roads a chance 
to reap enormous profits. 

If the small number of men who control 
the roads, and who always aet promptly 
and ‘harmoniously when their common in- 
terests are concerned, can persuade three 
of the five members of the commission that 
the higher rates they desire to charge are 
„reasonable,“ then the public will have to 
pay those rates, no matter how unreasona- 
ble they may be. 

Those who use the roads are scattered 
all over the country. They cannot get to- 
gether quickly and make a protest to the 
commission. The men who control the 
roads can get together on six hours’ notice. 
They can hire able lawyers. They can 
visit the commission in person and plead 
their gase. Then the odds are on the side 
of the roads, and the chances are that they 
will always come out ahead. 

It is true that the bill empowers the 
commission to abrogate pooling contracts 
when the rates are excessive or unreasona- 
ble. It gives that authority specifically. 
But it does not give the commission author- 
ity to prescribe in cases where the rates 
have not been fixed by pooling agreements 
what rates will be just and reasonable. 

There are numerous instances where the 
rates are too high now and where the rail- 
roads may not attempt to raise them. But 
if the commission is given any power over 
rates it should be given power in all cases, 
It should be empowered not only to declare 
that a rate is unreasonable but also to 
specify the reasonable rate. 

The commission should at least be au- 
thorized, like the Boards of Railroad Com- 
missioners in many Western States, to pre- 
scribe maximum rates, which the roads 
must not exceed. That has worked satis- 
factorily in Illinois. The railways have not 
suffered under that system. 

There is one provision in the Foraker bill 
which was not in the Patterson bill. It is as 
follows:: n 

It shall be lawful for common carriers, whether 
subject to this act or not. to enter into agreements

ELECT SENATORS BY POPULAR VOTE. 
There is pending in the Senate an amend- 
ment to the Oonstitution offered by Senator 
Turpie of Indiana. It provides for the elec- 
tion of Senators by the direct vote of the 
people instead of by the Legislatures. 

The American people are very slow to alter 
their Constitution. They have not done so, 
with the exception of the three war amend- 
ments, for nearly a century. But, conser- 
vative as Americans are regarding their na- 


tional organic law, it must have become 


clear to them during the last twelve years 
that the power of choosing Senators ought to 
be taken out of the hands of the Legis- 
latures, 

The framers of the Constitution would 
have been shocked by a proposition to elect 
Senators by a popular vote. They did not 
have unlimited faith Th that vote, though as 
a rule it was cast only by freeholders. ‘They 
let the people elect Representatives directly 
and that was all. Then it also seemed to 
the men of 1787 that Senators, representing 


States, ought to be elected by Legislatures, 


the governing bodies of States, and not by 
the people of the State. 

But the ideas of a century ago should have 
no weight after the country has outgrown 
them. The only question is: Will Legis- 
latures or the people elect better Senators 
now? Undoubtedly the people will. The 
legislative system worked well for many 
years, but it has broken down at last. Good 
men have been and are elected under it, but 
the quality of the Senate has run down 
greatly of late years because of the legis- 
lative system of election. 

The smaller the body which’ elects the 
more easily is it corrupted. Wealth can 
buy Senatorial seats now and has bought 
them. The knowledge of thie fact has en- 
couraged men who have nothing but money 
to recommend them to attempt to force their 
way into the Senate. They do not buy Con- 
gressional nominations and try their luck 
before the people, but attack the virtue of 
small legislative bodies. 

The Republicans would have a Senator 
from Delaware today if it had not been for 
the attempt of a rich speculator to secure the 
seat for himself. He failed, but he owned 
enough legislators to block the election of 
any other Republican. If the Senators had 
been elected by popular vote Addicks would 
not have dared to run and the Republicans 
would have elected a Sevator. 

Private and corporate wealth influences 
Legislatures. The nominations of caucuses 
are controlled by pfomises of patronage and 
by the tricks of scurvy politicians. Cau- 
cuses nominate men whom conventions 
never would venture to put in the field, 
knowing that the party voters could not be 
whipped into line as members of the Legis 
lature are. 

Two States are only half represented in 
the Senate now—Kentucky and Oregon. 
Three years ago Washington, Wyoming, 
and Montana had only one apiece. Some- 
times there are three parties in a Legislature 
and no one has a majority, Sometimes, as 
in Kentucky and Oregon, discord in the 
ranks of the majority prevents an election. 

Sometimes there are balance of power“ 
men in a Legislature, as in Illinois six years 
ago. Their votes are valuable, for they are 
the deciding votes. When men occupying 
that position are governed by unworthy mo- 
tives the consequences may be disastrous. 

But when the people elect the State never 
will be left with only one Senator. When 
they elect no “ balance of power meu will 
be able to dictate the name of the winner. 
Each of the great parties will be compelled 
to pick out its strongest, most available man. 
It will not select mere millionaires or the 
representatives of corporations, kn ) ing 
they will be too heavy a load to carry. 

When. a legislative caucus has chosen a 
nominee that practically settles everything. 
Those who opposed his nomination feel 
bound to vote for him. He is elected and is 
safe for six years. The people have nothing 
to say in the matter. When a convention 
nominates a candidate the people have 
everything to say about the matter. 

If the people of a Congressional district 
can be trusted to elect the man who repre- 
sents them in the House the people of the 
entire State can be trusted to vote for the 
man who represents them in the Senate. 
Illinoisans have often elected Congressmen- 
at-large who were voted for throughout the 
State and were looked on as representatives 
of the whole State. 

After the apportionment had been made 
under the census of 1860 it was discovered 
that Illinois was entitled to another Repre- 
sentative. Instead of making a reappor- 
tionment a Congressman-at-large was elect- 
ed during the entire decade. The Demo- 
crats elected James C. Allen in 1862. At 
subsequent elections the Republicans were 
successful. John A. Logan was Congress- 
man-at-large from 1866 until he was elected 
to the Senate. In 1892 two Congressmen- 
at-large were elected. Pennsylvania has 
one now. , 

Congress should submit this amendment to 
the States and let the people decide whether 
it shall be natified. There is no doubt it 
would be. The Legislatures would be un- 
willing to give up a power they have mis- 
used, but the voters would insist on taking 
the matter into their own hands, Much 
more than three-fourths of the States would 
ratify. _ | 


THE ALDERMANIC SALARY BILL. 

The bill to provide a larger salary for the 
Aldermen of Qhicago has been ordered to a 
third reading at Springfield, the amount of 
salary being fixed at $1,500 by the adoption 
of the amendment of Representative La 
Monte. The bill originally provided for a 
salary of $3,000, but Representative Buck- 
ner wanted my to $1,000, and finally ac- 


cepted the compromise figure proposed by 
Mr. La Monte. In advocating the measure 
Mr. La Monte declared that the time. had 
come when something must be done to se- 
cure the services of men who are competent 
to handle the great affairs that arise.“ This 
is the same kind of argument as that ad- 
vanced in New York when the movement 
succeeded to pay the Aldermen a eubstan- 
tial salary. Asa result of the change there 
the Aldermen promptly sold out Broadway 
to Jake Sharpe and embarked on an ampli- 


fied scheme of boodling that somewhat 
| dazed the inhabitants. , 


A similar result would attend such a sal- 
ary plan here. The Aldermen would be able 
to devote themselves enthusias to 
boodling projects. The men who now find 
their time largely taken up with running 
saloons or the little business to which they 
look for a livelihood would be made com- 
paratively independent of these other re- 
sources by the „ ~taaalyg as 


. 


devote all their time to boo 
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“holding up” the big concerns subject to 
city ordinances, 

Mr. La Monte gays truthfully that there 
has been some disposition to refer slighting- 
to the character of the men who compose 

the Common Council of Chicago, but adds 
that he knows the character of most of the 
men who compose the Council is fair. If 
Mr. La Monte knows anything he knows 
that exactly the opposite of what he says is 
true. He knows that about twenty of the 
Aldermen are honest and good men and that 
they are willing to serve the city without 
receiving any salary of $1,500a year. He 
knows also that thé remainder of the Alder- 
men are determined and continuous boodlers 
who are on the lookout always for some new 
scheme for plundering a private corpora- 
tion or the city or any other victim that may 
"fall in their grasp. 

Representative Buckner adds his approv- 
al to the general sentiment expressed by La 
Monte and says that “if Aldermen were 
paid fair salaries men of ability would ac- 
cept the office.” But men of ability accept 
the office of Alderman now and are very 
willing to take it. There are men of ability 
willing to serve in this official capacity, 
enough to supply the representation for 
every ward many times over. And they 
would be satisfied to perform the duties 
faithfully, without a dollar of remuneration 
and simply for the honor in itand in order to 
benefit the city. 

The Aldermen get now about $300 a year 
each, and this bill proposes to add $1,200 a 
year to each salary. With sixty-eight Al- 
dermen this means a total of more than 
$81,000 to be dumped into their pockets. 
But where is this $81,000 to come from, for 
there will be no proportionate increase in 
the revenues of the city? It must be taken 
from some other fund. Which fund would 
be the one to suffer? Would the public like 
to make inroads on the street cleaning ap- 
propriations or cut down the police force or 
the Fire Department or lop off this sum 
from some other fund in order to give the 
Aldermen more spending money? It is a 
bad bill, based on an erroneous conception 
of the results to be obtained from it, and 
should be beaten. 


HEAD OFF THE LIQUOR DEALERS. 

8 The annual fight of the liquor dealers to 
get the law prohibiting the sale of liquor 
to minors or intoxicated persons amended 
so a8 practically to destroy its effective- 
ness is being conducted with unusual vigor 
at this session. It is proposed to change 
the present law only by inserting the word 
“knowingly ” before the word sell“ in 
the prohibitory section, thus making the 
saloonkeeper’s liability dependent on his 
knowing that. the person to whom he 
sells liquor is a minor or intoxicated. This 
change, of course, would take all the life 
out of the law and make it g dead letter. 
The burden of proof would be at once shift- 
ed, and it would be necessary to prove that 
the saloonkeeper knew the age and the state 
of inebriety of his patron, In the case of 
many boys over 16 years of age it would 
be practically impossible to show that there 
was any outward sign to indieate the boy 
was a minor. A wider latitude even would 
arise in the case of intoxicated persona, as 
it would require a nice judgment to arrive 
at a conclusion as to when a saloonkeeper 
is to know a given person has reached a 
state of intoxication. It is idle to discuss 
the future workings of the law with this 
proposed change embodied in it, for there 
would te no future forit. The law would 
be killed. It would be valueless. It would 
be folly to attempt prosecutions under its 
provisions with all its real force emascu- 


and prevents many abuses in liquor traffic 
that would otherwise be practiced. It must 
not be tampered with. The liquor dealers 
scem to have a better backing this year 
than -usual, and appear to be hopeful of 
pushing their measure through the Legis- 
lature. The public should keep a sharp 
lookout on their representatives and by 
prompt protests help to ward off what 
would be something of a calamity.

THE RETROSPECTIVE DUTY AMENDMENT 

The amendment to the Dingley tariff bill, 
adopted by the Committee on Ways and 
Means, which makes duties apply to all im- 
ports after April 15, is a timely one and 
will have a good effect. The substance of 
this amendment is as follows: 

That the duties imposed by the bill shall be 
enforced and collected on all goods imported sub- 
‘sequent to April 16 and prior to the passage of the 
act, not purchased or in transit prior to April 1. 
It creates a lien upon the goods thus imported for 
the amount of the duties imposed, and also makes 
the importer and the person in whose possession 
| the goods may be found, if not a retail merchant or 
a carrier, liable for the amount of the duties or 
for the excess imposed by the bill above the 
amounts such articles may have paid. It also re- 
quires custom officers to retain samples of im- 
ported goods to the end that the evidence of iden- 
tification may be preserved. It provides for bring- 
ing suits to recover the duties, both against im- 
porters and wholesale merchants, and gives to 
Circuit Courts of the United States full and com- 
plete jurisdiction to hear and determine such 
actions and to enforce the judgments. 

The committee did not agree to the 
-amendment until its validity and constitu- 
tionality had been passed upon by eminent 
lawyers. The chief precedent, however, 
‘upon which it relied was a decision of the 
Supreme Court growing out of the Wilson 
act. The latter did not become a law until 
Aug. 28, 1894, though it stated that duties 
should be levied on and after Aug. 4. It 
was pending, therefore, nearly a month 
after the latter date. The Supreme Court

Again, such an amendment will expedite 
the progress of the bill inthe Senate. Every 
trust has its representatives in that body. 
Every interest, like the sugar trust, for in- 
stance, which sees a prospect of making 
money by rushing in goods on the lower 
duty has its representatives there, ready 
to talk against time so as to enable their 
employers to defraud the revenue and con- 
sumers also, The incentive for delay, how- 
ever, will be removed if the duties are 
made retrospective, and there will be no 
reason for dawdling. When the Wilson 
bill was up the sugar trust’s representa- 
tives delayed action until the trust was 
able to get in a year’s supply. With this 
amendment there will be no object in kill- 
ing time and delaying progress. It will 
shorten the time, on the other hand. It 
will fall like a wet blanket on greedy im- 
porters. They will be afraid,to import 
goods which will have to pay higher duties 
ultimately. They won't care to attempt 
that kind of business, and the result will be 
that the revenue will not be defrauded. 


SPEND THE WEEK IN STUDY.

To extend, without the consent of the local 
authorities, grants made by it for fixed 
periods is the same thing as to make an 
original grant, which is out of the power of 
the General Assembly. 

When these bills do come up next week in 
the Senate it is to be hoped that the ad- 


ty Senators will give evidence that they 
have improved this opportunity and made a 
thorough study of these rotten measures. 


ELECTION BLUFF GUESSES. 

The current mathematics of the cam- 
paign reach the height of absurdity. Noth- 
ing is easier, as nothing is more ridiculous, 
than the figuring of majorities and plurali- 
ties by campaign bluffers. It simply in- 
volves huddling a lot of election figures to- 
gether from past city or State campaigns 
and irresponsible reports of ward workers, 
performing a sum in addition or subtrac- 
tion without any regard to present currents 
and circumstances or altered conditions, 
then, looking through the bottom of a beer 
mug, as a fortune teller looks into a tea cup, 
and finding there just whet all the other 
candidates will get as well as the exact ma- 
jority by which a certain other candidate 
will be elected, 

This whole business in the present city 
contest is rubbish. When a man like Hank 
Hertz gravely announced a week or so ago 
that Sears would have a vast majority, and 
that in the ensuing period before election he 
would increase this majority, and now fig- 
ures out a majority of 9,500, as he did a day 
or two ago, he makes himself ridiculous. 
Nor less ridiculous is Bill Lorimer, flitting 
back and forth between Washington and 
Chicago, and ciphering a majority of 20,000 
for Sears, when in reality he neither knows 
anything about the majority nor whether 
Sears will be elected at all. In all proba- 
bility he would prefer the election of Harri- 
son, as he could more easily make combina- 
tions with him. This kind of guesswork, 
called mathematics of the campaign, is the 

very extreme of absurdity, and the attempt 
to give exact or even approximate figures is 
the merest balderdash. 

As the case stands, nobody knows who 
will be elected.

Rules Which Will Govern, 

The public is to be admitted to use this 
library under astonishingly liberal and sim- 
ple rules. The exact letter of the restric- 
tions has not been settled as yet, but the 
spirit is as follows: 

The library will be open from d o’clock 
a. m. until 6 o’clock p. m., except on Sun- 
days and legal holidays. If any great de- 
mand is felt for evening.use of the volumes 
the reading-room will probably be opened 
in the evenings also, but this has not heen 
settled as yet. So far there has been no 
thought of keeping open on Sundays. 

In the main reading-room are 5,000 books 
shelved, which may be taken out of their 
places and read without any formality 
whatsoever except that the attendants must 
be allowed to put them back in place. Other 
works more rare in character are kept in 
the stack- rooms, and will be procured by 
attendants when tickets are m out. The 
science periodicals aré kept in one portion 
of the room, under similar rules. 

Special students in particular branches 
of research will be given permission to enter 
the stack-rooms and select volumes for 
themselves. There are a number of benches 
and chairs scattered about among the gases 
of shelves, and volumes may be consultedin 
the stack- rooms. 


Method of Cataloguing. 

The cataloguing process is modeled after 
the plan in use at the Boston Athenzum. 
It consists of small cards arranged in 
drawers, each card bearing the name and 
number of a book and each drawer contain- 
ing a group of books. This catalogue, which 
fills a large cabinet in one corner of the 
room, has the books ranked by names, by 


works to which it belongs. This last meth- 
od is carried on by numbers, in the decimal 
system, and is both simple and most effica- 
cious in aperation when once understood,

Clement W. Andrews is the librarian of 
the new scientific storehouse, with A. H.

HETTY GREEN FIGHTS FOR MILLIONS. 


Comes to Defend an Action in the Fed- 
eral Court Involving the Old 
Gage Litigation. 


Mre. Hetty Green of New York, the rich- 
est woman in America, accompanied by her 
sch, who may be destined to become the 
richest man in San Antonio, Tex., arrived at 
the Great Northern Hotel yesterday. This 
morning they will attend Judge Showalter’s 
court as defendants in a suit which involves 
property variously estimated at between 
$8,000,900, and $5,000,000 in value. 

The action is a review of one already tried 
in the:Illinois courts and carried to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, where a 
decision was rendered in favor of Mrs. 
Green. The new action is based on fore- 
closure proceedings started in 1876. The 
property in question consists of some of the 
best residence and business tracts in the 
City of Chicago. 

The most important strip comprises 140 
acres situated between Fifty-first and Bixty- 
second streets and extending from the west- 
ern line of Western avenue one mile west. 
This is thickly settled with tenants who pay 
rent to Mrs. Hetty Green. In Michigan 
avenue, adjoining the.Auditorium Annex, 
there is a frontage of 100 feet, and in Green- 
wood avenue, near Fifty-second street, a 
frontage of 600 feet to which Mra. Green 


Mrs. Green has filed a demurrer objecting 
to reviewing the case on the ground that the 
decision of the Supreme Court ended the 
litigation and that an original bill cannot 
again be filed in the same action. 

Mrs. Green denies emphatically that 150 
mortgage foreclosures on property valued 
at $4,000,000 are to be commenced.,

The acidulous 
fruits which may possibly be affected are 
cherries, pears, apricots, etc. These are 
extensively raised around Visalia and Fres- 
no. Cherries will be the next California fruit 
to arrive in this dity. They are due here 

about May 1. 

Manager Mohr of the Parl Fruit company 
says: “ Our receipts at this time, outside of 
oranges, are confined principally to rhubarb, 
ca ullflower, and ery. These ve been 
growing since December and will not suffer 
by any conditions of temperature that can 
come along now. In fact, there is nothing 
now maturing in the line of fruits we handle 
to be materially affected by frost. Cauli- 
flower and celery are about all in. We re- 
ceived a case of rhubarb today packed seven 
days, and t was all right in every respect.

Now sandwiches are all 
sorts of dainty and appetizing morsels, cut 
in odd shapes, that please the eye as the 
odd flavors do the palate.

All bread sandwiches should be made of 
bread at least twenty-four hours old. The 
slices should be very thin; the crust should 
be cut off, and the of the sandwich 
whatever the whim of the maker dictates. 

Nothing can be more crisp than lettuce 
candwiches. Spread buttered slices of bread 
with salad dressing and place between them 
small lettuce leaves.

rant and grape jelly, and bleach currant pre- 
serves all make a good filling for sand- 
wiches. 

Sandwiches, except crisp wafer ones, 
should be kept moist by covering them 
with a damp napkin wrung out in cold water.

One April Fool's day my father attended 
the funeral of an old friend, Dr. McPherson, 
and upon his return promised to bring me 
a brick of maple sugar,“ writes Laurence 
Hutton in the Harper’s Round Table.

Fresh Literary Notes. 

“The Story of an Armenian Refugee.“ de- 
scribing, with photographs, the recent Armenian 
massacres, appears in the April National Maga- 
zine. 

E. L. Godkin, editor of the Nation, contributes 
to the April Atlantic an article on Our Nom- 
inating System, in which he shows that the 
weakest place in our whole political machinery 
is the way in which nominations are made. Mr, 
Godkin suggests certain remedies for the irre- 
sponsible methods ch now so often deprive 
party nominations of all representative value. 


The rising of the Greeks against the Turks In 
Crete gives special timeliness to the reminiscences 
of the Greek revolution in 1821, which F. B. San- 
born has prepared for the April Scribner's, under 
the title Odysseus and Trelawny—A Sequel to 
Byron’s Grecian Career.“ Odysseus was one of 
the most picturesque heroes of that romantic age, 
and during part of the revolution Trelawny and he 
lived in a cave on Mount Parnassus. 


It is said that if Du Maurier had not used the 
title The Martians,“ that would have been the 
name of H. G. Wells’ new story, which began 
its serial run in the April Cosmopolitan. The 
War of the Worlds is the title Mr. Wells has 
chosen for his daring piece of imaginative writing. 
The plot is founded on the idea that Mars, growing 
cold through the ages, has developed the faculties 
of its inhabitants far in advance of ours. So,when 
they migrate te the earth and arrive in England, 
there are some interesting developments. 


Frank Podmore, who is well known among stu- 
dents of spirit-lore by his Phantasms of the 
Living.“ has just concluded the writing of a work 
which is likely to cause some stir in the dove- 
cotes of spiritualism. This book is entitled 
„Studies in Psychical Research,“ and is, in er- 
fect, a rather surprising exposure of many of the 
best-reputed mediums, together with a careful 
examination of some of the ghost stories which 
have hitherto been accepted by the followers of 
psychical research as incontrovertible. 


It may be noted, in connection with the new 
edition of Charles Lever's works, that The Con- 
fessions of Harry Lorrequer,’’ the initial volume, 
has two endings. For one ot them was lost in 
the post, and before it was recovered Lever had 
written another for the despairing publishers, who, 
exactly sixty years ago, were issuing ft in the 
Dublin University Magadgine. Both endings are 
printed in the new volume. It may be remarked 
that the last complete set of original issues of 
Lever's hovels was sold in London a few years 
back for £160; but more than double this price 
has been obtained in America.
